WEST CAN WELL LOOK BACK 

Recently the Financial Post referred 
to the dark days which were faced in 
the earlier history of Ontario by the 
pionoeer farmers who won through by 
hard work and high courage.

C. W. Rowley, 
western superintendent of the Canadi¬ 
an Bank of Commerce, tells: “Recent¬ 
ly I had the pleasure of meeting at 
luncheon Robert Forke, M.P.; Samuel 
Larcombe, of Birtle; John R. Dutton 
of Gilbert Plains; Major Strange of 
Fenn, Alberta, and had a chat with 
R. A. Hoey, M.P. Four of the five 
came from England and one from 
Scotland, and the first three came to 
this country over 40 years ago. These 
men and their wives and many others 
like them, with no experiences as 
framers, no reserve funds, no know¬ 
ledge to fight the elements in a new 
country, lacking encouragement and 
aid, transportation facilities, farmers’ 
unions, rural mail delivery or tele¬ 
phones, came and hewed out homes for 
themselves and their families, and are 
now among the most prosperous and 
reepected citizens.’’ The confidence in 
Western Canada to work out its future 
is the confidence felt in the great ma¬ 
jority of the farmers to solve their 
problems and adjust their affairs to 
prevailing conditions—it ignores the 
political and other agitators who are 
calling on the government to try all 
sorts of paternalistic experiments in 
an attempt to avoid the inevitable. As 
in the earlier days df Ontario and of 
'the western provinces themselves, the 
present problems of the west will be 
solved primarily by hard work and 
sound business methods.

These figures were given out 
by the publicity department of the 
government and every citizen should 
be interested to the extent at least of 
readin'T nnd informing themselves on 
matters of vital interest.

ON GROUNDS OF ECONOMY 

That the dominion cabinet be reduc¬ 
ed from 17 to 12 ministers, was the 
suggestion made by Sir George Foster 
in the senate recently. On grounds of 
economy, Sir George advocated the 
abolition of the department of secre¬ 
tary of state, the merger of the cus¬ 
toms department with that of finance, 
the combining into onq department of 
public works, railways and canals and 
marine and fisheries departments, the 
addition of thi* solicitor general’s de¬ 
partment with the justice department 
and the merging of the soldiers’ civil 
re-establishment department with the 
defense department. This would auto¬ 
matically abolish five cabinet portfo¬ 
lios, which carry a salary- of $10,000 
a year each. 

CHURCH UNION 

While Methodism has to its credit in 
its Canadian history, eight oiganic 
unions, it is- within Presbyterianism 
that the tendency towards union has 
been most marked. Canadian Presby¬ 
terianism records no less than nine 
distinct organic unions—1817, 1818, 
1840, 1850, 1860, 1868 and 1875. Be¬ 
sides these formal unions seven other 
separate churches were absorbed by a 
more or less formal process. The act 
of 1875 created the present Presbyte¬ 
rian church in Canada, and a glance 
at the constituent groups that lie back 
of it historically show it to be a union 
of nearly two dozen separate units.— 
Gladstone Age. 

Robert Marshall, liberal member for 
Calgary demands a reduction in the 
number of Alberta seats when redistri- 
bufion is brought down. We nope 
ether members will advocate the same. 

It is reported in Seattle that a re¬ 
presentative of the Alberta provincial 
government is arranging to send do¬ 
mestic coal to that city from Alberta 
via rail to Vancouver and thence by 
scow. 

Canada’s harvest of the sea during 
January is valued., at $1,238,561, ac¬ 
cording to a bulletin issued by the de¬ 
partment of marine and fisheries. Dur¬ 
ing the month 376,330 cwts. of sea fish 
were marketed commercially on both 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. In Janu- 
ary, 1023, 175,787 cwts., valued at 
$628,20l were landed on both coasts. 

Statistics recently published show 
Ireland’s banks to be prosperous, some 
of them paying as high as 20 per cent 
dividends. The Bank of Ireland, with 
which the government deals, declared 
a dividend of 16 per cent and added 
$1,000,000 to its reserve. D< posits 
generally .show an increase, due to the 
transfer of funds to the Free State na¬ 
tional loan. 

The Ontario government is evident¬ 
ly impressed with the urgent necessity 
of conserving the forest wealth of 
this province. It is announced that 
thirteen airplanes have been purchas¬ 
ed for fire patrol work .in the timber 
areas. They are to be used also in an 
extensive forest survey. Timber con¬ 
cessions are to be checked up and pre¬ 
liminary information upon which to 
base a policy of restoration is to be ! 
gathered!. The aircraft fleet should j 
prove to be a profitable investment. 
Last year, fire burnt over 2,120,000 
acres in this province, much of it tim¬ 
ber land . With a more efficient fire 
prevention service, which a well or¬ 
ganized aircraft patrol will give, the j 
cost of the aeroplane fleet should soon ' 
be saved to the province.—Alliston I 
Herald. 1 
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EDUCATIONAL REPORT 

Improvement in some lines in the 
educational situation in the province 
was shown during 1923, according to 
the annual report of the minister of 
education, Hon. P. E. Baker, present¬ 
ed to the legislature this week. The 
total enrolment in the province for the 
past year was approximately 148,000, 
compared with 142,000 in 1922. The 
number of schools in operation was in¬ 
creased by 134 during 1923 over 1922, 
and the number of rooms operated in¬ 
creased from 4486 to 4729. The aver¬ 
age number of days the schools were 
kept open during the year was 184.6 
compared with 178.9 in 1922. The av¬ 
erage number of days pupils attended 
school was 133.32 compared with 
131.32 iri 1922. The greater demand 
for higher education is shown by the 
following figures giving the percent¬ 
age of the^total enrolment of pupils 
that weiVattending high school: 1906, 
2.64% of total ; 1916, 6.80%; 1923, 8.29 
per cent. The two normal schools of 
the province had an enrolment of 600 
last year, and the total of $153,979 

w’as paid in loans to normal students.

Herefords—First by calf bred 
by university. Angus—Third, on calf 
bred by Lacombe experimental farm; 
6th on calf donated by Arthur Noad of 
Olds. -Groups of five-^First place; 
Groups of three, Frst place; Groups of 
two, First place. Open class, all win¬ 
ners competing—Alberta exhib ts won 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth and 
Sixth places. 

NEWS OF INTEREST 
*- _ 

Due to demand for spring ’abor, 
there has been a considerable decrease 
in unemployment in Alberta, the num¬ 
ber of unemployed at the end of last 
week being stated to be 481, which is 
the lowest figure for some years. 

The annual Edmonton spring live¬ 
stock sale will be held in Edmonton 
March 31 to April 1. The annual 
spring livestock show and sale at 
Calgary will be held March 26, 27, and 
28. The annual bull sale at Lacombe 
will be held June 3rd and 4th. 

John Clark of Gleichen district 
brought a small sack of oats from 
Scotland 8 years ago, and he planted 
some which is now proving very pro¬ 
ductive. Last year he had 40 acres 
under crop which averaged 148 bush¬ 
els to the acre. The name of the 
species is “Scotland’s Glory’.” 

According to letters being received 
by the publicity branch of the provin¬ 
cial government, the geography of Al¬ 
berta is now being taught in many of 
the city schools in large American 
centres. Requests have recently been 
received to a considerable number for 
copies of the Alberta book for schools 
in Chicago points in Illinois and Ohio. 

The I.W.W. strike in the lumber 
camps has been declared off, although 
the officials of that organization state 
they will continue what they term a 
passive strike by loafing on the job. 
Farmers of Alberta had a little experi¬ 
ence last harvest by some of there agi¬ 
tators and no doubt they Will try it i 
again this year. 'The I.W.W. is at best 
an undesirable citizen and it would be , 
well for us all if they were bundled 
out of the country. 

The production of seed is becoming 
of considerable importance to this 
province, acreage being steadily on the 
increase. Seed ranks as the most val¬ 
uable crop per unit of all field produc¬ 
tion. Its market is world wide, the , 
ratio of value per pound to cost of 
transportation being very much more i 
favorable than with most other agri¬ 
cultural production. Seed growing 
should be very much encouraged in 
this province. We have the soil, the 
climate and cheap water transporta¬ 
tion facilities. It constitutes still an¬ 
other factor in the necessity for a de¬ 
finite and permanent agricultural po¬ 
licy. '

WHEATPOOL DRIVE 

One of the reasons which prompted 
the decision of the board of trustees 
of the wheat pool in instituting the 
drive at this time was to insure that 
as many members as possible were en¬ 
rolled before making up the member¬ 
ship lists frrfm which the ballot cards 
are sent out for the election of officers 
for the forthcoming year. Section 
three of the by-laws provides that 
these lists must be compiled, and sent 
out to each member of the association 
together with his ballot card before 
the twenty-fifth day of May in each 
year. v The names of all those who 
sign during the drive jyill be in head 
office in time to be entered on these 
lists. Those who sign later may be 
too late to be included. To be sure of 
receiving a ballot the grower should 
sign now. 

By signing ' a . contract now, the 
grower may, if he wishes, market the 
remainder of,his 1923 crop through^ 
the .pool and will receive the same 
price' at the end of the season as all 
other pool members, for a like quali¬ 
ty and grade of wheat. In this case 
the grower should date his oontract as 
at the date on which he signs it. It 
will then become immediately effect¬ 
ive. If on the other hand a grower is 
still holding a portion of his 1923 crop 
which he does not want to put into 
the^pool he may sign a contract and 
date it August 1st, 1924. It will Itot 
become effective until that date. No 
Contract should be dated later than 
August 1st, 1924. 

Fifty thousand newly printed wheat 
pool contracts and ten thousand each 
of the accompanying circulars have 
been distributed over the province, 
which number together with the sur¬ 
plus of unused contracts in the coun¬ 
try since the last drive should be 
ample to meet the needs of this drive. 
Should any canvasser run short of 
contracts or other supplies he should 
apply bo his nearest poet office, muni¬ 
cipal secretary’s office, bank or co-op¬ 
erative trading store. Extra supplies 
are being sent to oil of these except 
those in the cities. ^ 

A further payment amounting, in 
the aggregate, to over $2,500,000 is 
being sent out to farmers who have 
marketed wheat through the pool. It 
is expected that the final payment will 
be made before harvest. 

On the evening of March 7th the 
membership of the wheat pool was 
25,754. Statistics on the acreage un¬ 
der contract were not oompleted at 
that time. 

A reinstatement form and a person¬ 
al letter has been sent to each farmer 
who signed a wheat pool oontract lasf] 
fall and withdrew (during the time al¬ 
lowed for that purpose) suggestions 
that he sign this form which will, 
when returned to head office, place 
him in full membership again. The 
original contracts signed by these men 
were not sent out to the office but 
were placed on •&. "withdrawal file” 
from whence upon request by each 
grower will be -again placed on 'mrr 
“active” files without further inconve¬ 
nience to the grower. 


WEALTH OF ALBERTA 

Alberta’s grain movement to the Pa¬ 
cific coast continues at a record break¬ 
ing pace, according to a report issued 
by the Canadian Pacific officials. 
Since the beginning of the season, 11,- 
615 cars have -been shipped to the 
coast, or approximately 17,000,000 
bushels. 

Canada exported 6,632 pairs of lea¬ 
ther footwear during'January, 1924, 
according to a report of the bureau of 
ftatistics. Of these 2,179 went t6 the 
United States, 2038 to New Zealand 
and 2,031 to China and Japan. Bermu¬ 
da, the Straits Settlements and New¬ 
foundland took the rost. The value 
was $21,301. % 

Total value of Alberta field and fod¬ 
der crops for the season of 1923 is 
placed at $171,026,804, as compared 
with $100,542,384 for the season of 
1922, according to a report of the pro¬ 
vincial department of agriculture. The 
total value of all agricultural products 
for 1923, including field and fodder 
crops, animals slaughtered and sold, 
etc.,is placed at $223,814,304. 

That the average cash return per 
farm in Alberta in 1923 was actually 
$18 higher than the average for the 
years 1918, 1919, and 1920, when grain 
prices were at their peak, was the 
statement of John Imrie, manager di¬ 
rector of an Edmonton paper, in an 
address here. Mr. Imrie said that the 
low prices in 1^23 were more than 
made up by the increase in yield in 
wheat, oats and barley, the wheat crop 
being more than double' the largest 
previous crop in the province. 

Over 2,000,000 tons of Alberta coal 
were sold to Canadian points outside 
the province and to the United States 
(hiring the year 1923, according to the 
annual report of the provincial de¬ 
partment of mines. The total produc¬ 
tion of coal for the year was 6,866,924 
tons, 1,382,788 being sold for_con¬ 

sumption in Alberta.1,937,753 sold bo 
other provinces and 83,667 tons sold 
to the United States, while 3,110,121 
tons were sold to the railway compa¬ 
nies. Compared with the previous 
year, 1923 shows an increase in pro¬ 
duction of 890,491 tons. Dominion 
statistics show that Alberta mine 
since 1886 produced 69,849,510 tons of 
coal to the approximate value of 
$121,716,816. 


PARENT-TEACHERS 


The following is »» address delivered 
to the pembers of s Parents Teachers 
Associstios in tbs Town of High River, 
by eae of the members, based onjobser- 
vatiens made while on a recent visit in 
tbs East, sad contains sufficient of in¬ 
terest to secure s piece in this paper. 

There is bn inspiration in meeting 
those who are doing practical work in 
Parent-Teachers’ Associations from a 
different angle and in different sur¬ 
roundings than ours, and it is with the 
hope that you may share with me, 
some of this spirit, that I am going to 
tell you a few of the suggestions and 
ideas that I have gathered hWe dur¬ 
ing the past year from'P.T.A’s. No 
P.T.A. can keep up its vitally without 
a definite contribution from each- one 
of its members. You may not be able 
to be a speaker, you may be top shy to 
offer resolutions or take part in dis¬ 
cussions when club issues are up. In 
that case you can give your enthusi¬ 
asm, your moral support and your 
helpful suggestions to the members 
who are doing all the hard woik. I 
am sure the executive of this P.T.A. 
have been agreeably surprised and 
very much encouraged at the'readiness 
wrth which so many of our quiet re¬ 
tiring members respond to the call for 
cakes, etc., for our recent social af¬ 
fairs which call was sent out by that 
“artful” member who is known as our 
“Mrs. General Beggar.” She really 
has a way of requesting what cannot 
be refused. Now the outstanding 
features which I have noticed in other 
TJlbces were a desire for a large jnem- 
bership, a definite program arranged 
for, the business of the meeting car¬ 
ried on with a promptness and di¬ 
spatch, and courteous treatment to 
all, and the social side of the meeting 
taken care of by serving refreshments. 
1 will take these matters up in the or¬ 
der mentioned. The first is member¬ 
ship. 

Many things are done to encourage 
attendance of members, for that pro¬ 
motes the spirit of helping all around 
which is desirable. A new member¬ 
ship drive put on by one P.T.A. had 
chosen captains for two groups. The 
losing group was to serve dinner to 
the winners. A fifteen minute discus¬ 
sion on ways and means of increasing 
membership would no doubt bring out 
good ideas. The names of the child¬ 
ren’s parents who were not members 
were secured from the teachers at the 
beginning of the school year and an 
invitation sent to them to join the 
P.T.A. The secretary arrived shortly 
befort the meeting opened and greet¬ 
ed newcomers and took memberships 
and dues. A table with a supply of 
membership blanks, and someone be¬ 
hind that table acted as a reminder to 
old members and a stimulus to new 
comers. In one school the walls had 
been tastefully decorated with repro¬ 
ductions from pictures of art which 
had been won as prizes for their pa¬ 
rents’ attendance at their school. 
Those having children in more than 
one room were allowed a mark in each 
room. These are some of the ways 
that other P.T.A’s. have increased

their membership.’ I attended two 
meetings where the president spoke to 
several ladies before hand, so.me of 
whom didn’t seem to know any more 
than I did. And I was spoken to too, 
and asked if I was a newcomer to the 
district, and my name. There whs a 
specially hospitable air about one 
meeting in particular which I am sure 
would help^or new members. Another 
P.T.A. had a roll call. It would act as 
a reminder sometimes, don’t you think 
so? So much for ihembership. 

A definite program was a very 
marked feature of all meetings. It 
seemed this result was obtained princi¬ 
pally through having a speaker ad¬ 
dress the meeting.. One club gave out 
that any member who wished to have 
a person asked to address the meeting 
on any special subject, had only to call 
up one of the executive, and arrange¬ 
ments would be made to secure that 
person in due course if possible. 1 And 
then to secure a good attendance, the 
address would be advertised, so that 
the members could be there if inter¬ 
ested in that particular subject. The 
speaker or lecturer was always called 
upon to give the’ address before the 
business of the meeting had been dis¬ 
posed of. If we lived in a large city 
we would have endless supplies to 
draw upon, but no doubt right here in 
this town there are persons who could 
bo persuaded to address us. Let us 
try to find those people who are going 
around with their “heads under a 
bushel.” But there are other sources 
which we can look to. I believe the 
F.ed Cross is sending out a lecturer 
who will speak on the Junior Red 
Cross. And the National congress of 
Mothers and Parent-Teachers’ Associ¬ 
ations of Washington, D.C. have print¬ 
ed a list of papers by experts on suit¬ 
able subjects to come before P.T.A’s 
and these papers are loaned for a very 
nominal sum, and could be read at our 
meetings. I have the list. This same 
congress hits a program of work ar¬ 
ranged for local P.T.A’s. It says that 
every topic is a vital one and should 
be considered at some time by a P.T.A. 
“It is not necessary T ” it goes on- bo 
say, "that all should be attempted in 
one year. It may well require several 
years for adequate treatment. There 
are twelve topics in all and .1' will 
quote them bo you. Health for child¬ 
ren. Play, recreation and amuse¬ 
ments. Period of the teens. Commu¬ 
nity co-operation in training the 
young. Substitution, not repression. 
Music and drama. Equipment of the 
sehool. Adequate equipment for each 


teacher. Treatment for individual 
children. Humane education^ child¬ 
ren’s reading, and lastly, new educa¬ 
tional movements. Again there are 
other program ideas. The children 
had class singing on one program, on 
another the children gave a litt’e play 
showing the practical results of their 
dramatic and musical training. On an¬ 
other there was a question box, and 
there was free discussion. Now 1 
would like to quote you some of the 
questions which were asked at a six 
o’clock dinner held in Alabama. The 
fathers of the d^trict had been invited 
so they could in this way have possi¬ 
bly their first opportunity of meeting 
the teachers of their children. Here 
are the questions: In what grade is 
your child? What are his studies? In 
which study Is he best, which poorest, 
and why ? When did you lasl examine 
your child’s English, Latin, or mathe¬ 
matical paper How many times have 
you visited school this present school 
year? What book outside of school 
work, has your child read lately? 
What book have you lately recom¬ 
mended to him? What is the most re¬ 
cant acquisition to the school equip¬ 
ment? What would you like to see 
purchased next? Are you acquainted 
v^ith your child’s teacher, principal, 
superintendent, and school board? 
Y. hat general policy would you like 
to see your school board follow ? Have 
you made an effort to understand any 
change in teaching methods since your 
oyvn school days? Are you a member 
of the Parent-Teachers Association? 
Will you not become one? Do you 
find them as interesting as I did when 
l run across them in the January num¬ 
ber of the Woman’s Home Companion 
in the Good Citizenship Department? 

I want to say about this same depart¬ 
ment that L have found references in 
it where I can get information which 
has led to some very interesting read¬ 
ing matter. One bookjet I sent for, 
titled “What every Club Woman 
Should Know,” the price being 10c, 
and I would not part with that book¬ 
let for anything. Your president has 
it, possibly, with her today. 

A piece of worth while work was 
done by one P.T.A. by the adoption of 
a resolution to the effect of turning 
the thoughts of the children in de¬ 
veloping a deeper spiritual life in or¬ 
der to counteract the looser moral 
tendencies of the day; placing greater 
safeguards around the young people 
relative to present day amusements 
along the following lines: (a) that 
hoys and girls of tender age be not al¬ 
lowed to play out of doors after dark 
unsupervised, (b) That girls be not 
allowed to go unchaperoned in order 
to be with young men. (c) That simple 
home parties be encouraged to take 
the place of the public amusements 
for children, (d) That parents urge 
their children to avoid late hours. I 
found in several places that there was 
a flower fund which was used to buy 
flowers for the sick children and some¬ 
times' the members. This fund was 
collected by ^jluntary offerings put in- 
to a bo x whi ch was always on the 
table near the secretary. It was made 
up of pennies and five cent pieces, 1 
was bold. Another P.T.A. with only j 
a very small amount in the treasury 
was deciding to buy a phonograph or 
a picture lantern. There is such a lan¬ 
tern at the Hillhurst school in Calgary* 
costing about $175.00. This lantern 
shows slides without darkening the 
room. The Alfeerta government has a 
list of slides which they can supply, 
covering nearly every subject one 
could think of pertaining to school life 
end lessons. A scheme whereby a con¬ 
siderable sum was raised to buy books 
was the means of gathering quite a 
sum of money. The idea was to send 
out envelopes, asking the recipient to 
enclose 10c and forward to a friend, 
until the envelope contained $1.50, the 
price of the book. 

Now r , I will discuss the social side of 
the question . Though the aims of oUr"j 
P.T.A. be serious in nature we must 
not forget that we need to play. Very 
light refreshments as a means to an 
end are desirable. There is a cordial 
air which is accentuated by the act of 
“breaking bie a< b” and it is done in 
nearly all the P.T.A’s. I heard one 
member say “How could we do it 
here?” I will offer an answer, in our 
particular case, by purchasing an 
electric plate, just large enough for 
the tea kettle. 

In closing, an organization where 
the members are made to fecl^^lcome 
at the meetings, and a double^-elcome 
given to that confused parent who 
came because the children wanted her 
to, and doesn’t know what to do now 
she is there; members coHsulted be¬ 
fore any definite new plan is put Into 
execution; a study made of community 
conditions affecting the welfare of the 
children with the purpose of arousing 
community responsibility; these are 
some of the things it seems to me 
which make membership in a P.T.A. 
desirable—always remembering that 
the rank .and file of club women every¬ 
where .either j^t out of their clubs or 
get something out of them.
